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Senate Race Primaries Set 
For January 4, February 8; 
Graves Forces In Majority 


Hot Race Predicted For Seat Now Held By! 
Mrs. Dixie Graves; Candidates Must | 


Qualify By November 1 


MONTGOMERY, Ala.--Alabama 
Democrats will choose a successor 
to U. 8. Senator Dixie Graves, the 
governor's wife, in primaries Jan- 
uary 4 and February 8, 

The State Democratic Executive 
Committee, by a vote of 31 to 23, 
fixed the dates Saturday and then 
yelled down an out-of-order motion 
to make the February winner the 
party’s nominee for a regular six- 
year senatorial term beginning in 
January, 1939. 

A November 1 qualifying dead- 
line was set and a $200 entrance 
fee levied, 

Mrs. Graves is serving temporar- 
ily in place of Hugo L, Black, re- 
cently elevated to the Supreme 
Court, and Gov, Bibb Graves said 
in announcing her appointment the 
party nominee would be appointed 
when chosen in primaries “after 
February 1.” 

Gubernatorial aids supported 
the January-February dates 
against November 2 and December 
14, proposed by a group led by 
John D, McQueen, committee 
chairman, 

Action of the committee opened 
primary doors to the State's con- 
gressmen, who may run for the 
Senate and still qualify in regular 
May and June primaries to retain 
their House seats if defeated for 
Senator, 

Governor Graves has set a spe- 
cial general election for April 26, 
but Democratic nomination is tan- 
tamount to election in Alabama, 

Supporting November-December 
primaries, Sam M. Johnston, Mo- 
bile, argued that while the calling 
of early elections ‘may continue 
the present Senator in office to 
April, we could tell Senators and 
Congressman that Alabama had 
spoken" on Supreme Court reor- 
ganization and the Black-Connery 
wages and hours bill. 

Johnston was joined by Chair- 
man McQueen, E. W. Pettus, of 
Selma, E, Burns Parker of Roan- 
oke, and others in predicting the 
two pending congressional meas- 
ures would be principal issues in 
special and regular party  pri- 
maries. McQueen, Pettus and 
Johnston denounced both as ‘dan- 
gerous.” 

Parker, whose motion for the 
January-February dates prevailed, 
argued “many thousands" of per- 
sons had not paid 1987 poll taxes 
and could not qualify to vote be- 
fore next February 1. 

Rep, Lister Hill (D., Ala.), Mont- 
gomery, and State Senator J. Mil- 
ler Bonner, Camden, both avowed 
senatorial candidates, and Rep. 
Sam Hobbs (D., Ala.), Selma, who 
is ‘considering possibilities,” at- 
tended the committee meeting. 

The primary dates were set by 
resolution, originally drawn to set 
the primaries on November 2 and 
December 14, after it was amend- 
ed on motion of Parker of Roanoke. 

A move to table Parker's amend- 
ment for January and February 
voting lost, 30 to 25. 

B. B. Bell of Selma, voting to 
table Parker's resolution, changed 
to aye on final adoption of the 
resolution, and C. E. Waldrop, who 
voted to table originally, did not 
answer on final roll call. 

The committee completed its ac-

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tions in an hour and a half, be- 
ginning at noon, 

The governor said in appointing 
his wife he would name the Dem- 
ocratic nominee as soon as he was 
chosen “after February 1," and 
Pettus of Selma told the commit- 
tee he had the chief executive's 
“personal assurance he would not 
feel bound to appoint” if primaries 
were set earlier, 

In suggesting the January-Feb- 
ruary dates this week, Graves said 
“that would put the nominee in 
office Tebruary 9." 

Nelson O, Fuller, Centerville, 
was named by Chairman McQueen 
to serve temporarily as committee 
secretary in place of Pitt Tyson 
Maner, who did not return from 
Washington until 1 p.m, Maner 
is secretary to Governor Graves 
and was elected last week to presi- 
deney of Young Democratic Clubs 
of America,
